Louisville, Ky., June 3—The last exer- 
cises connected with the tenth annual re- 
union of the United Confederate Veterans 
occurred when the ninety-second 
anniversery of the birth of Jeff<rson 
Davis was observed at Reunion hall, with 
services in memory of Mr. Davis, Winnie 
Davis, th: “‘Daughter of the Confedler- 
acy,’ and the confed>rate dead. Although 
thousands of the confederate reunion vis- 
itors had jeft the eity, 5.00 persons at- 
tended tne exercises. They were largely 
of a religious character, but nevertheless 
there was applause at times from the au- 
wence. General Stephen D. Lee, wh> pre- 
sided, suggested that there be no demon- 
s.rauions. The Rev. J. William Jones, of 
\iig.nia, who dedivered the sermon of the 
occasion, earnestly made fhe sam2 sus- 
gestion, and a few minutes later caused 
not only loud applause, but one chee, by

“He was a Prometheus chained to a 
rock,”’ said General Lee. “The clumsy 
cruelty of putting trons on Mr. Davis 
thrilled the south and she has not vet 
recovered from the shock.

INDIA FAMINE CAMPS SWEPT 


BY CHOLERA AND SMALLPOX 


Toad has no fixed destination.” 


June 3.—Louls Klopsch, of 
New York, publisher of The Christian 
Herald, who arrived here May l4th anG 
started at cnce con a tour of the famine- 
stricken districts, has returned, «ter 
traveling through the most sorely smitten 
portions of the Bombay presidency, in- 
eluding Gujerat and Baroda. He makes 
the following statement regarding his 
observations: 

“Everywhere I met the most shocking 
and revolting scenea. The famine camps 
have been swept by cholera and smali- 
pox. Fugitives, scattering in aii direc- 
tions and stricken in flight, were found 
dying in the fields and roadside ditches. 
Ihe numkers at one relief station were 
increasing at the rate of 10,00 per day. 

“At Godhera there were 3,000 deaths from 
cholera within four days, and at Dohad 
2,500 in the same period. Tne hwespital 
death rate at Godhera and Dohad was #0 
per cent. : 

“The condition of the stricken simply 
beggars description. Air and water were

corpses. At Ahmendabad the death rate 
in the poorhouse was 10 per cent 
day I saw new patients placed face to 
fac> with corpses. In every fourth cot 
there was a corpse. 

“The thermometer read 115 in the shade. 
Millions of flies hovered around the wun- 
cleansed dysentery patients, 

‘TT visited the smallpox and cholera 
wards at Viragam. All the patients were 
lying on the ground, there being no cots. 
Otherwise their condition was fair. 

“T can fully a the reports that vul- 
tures, dogs and jackals are d@vouring the 
dead. Dogs have been seen running about 
with children’s Hmbs in their jaws. 

“The government is doing {ts best, but 
the native officials are hopelessiy «znd 
beartlessly inefficient. Between the 
famine, piague and cholera, the condition 
of Bombay is now worse thun it has been 
at any previous period in the nineteenth 
century. Whole families have been biotted 
out. The spirit of the people is broken, 
and there may be something worse to 
come when the monsoon breaks.”

ACUJINALDQ'S PAPERS ARE FOUND 


Wounded Man Is Carried Away by 
His Followers, and Though 
Followed for a Day, Could 
Not Be Found or Heard 
From. 


Vigan Luzon, June 2, via Manila, June 
$3—Major March, with his detachment of 
the Thirty-third regiment, overtook what 
is believed to have been  Aguinaldo’s 
party on May 19th, at Lagat, about gov 
miles northeast of Vigan. The Amerl-, 
cans killed or wounded an officer, sup- 
posed to ‘be Aguinaldo, whose body was 
removed by his followers. 

Aguinaldo had 100 men, Major March 
125. The American commander reached 
Laboangan, where Aguinaldo had made 
his headquarters since March 6th, on 
May 7th. Aguinaldo had fled seven hours 
before, leaving all the beaten trails and 
traveling through the forest along the 
beds of streams. Toward evening, May 
19th, Major March struck Aguinaldo’'s 
outpost about a mile outside of Lagat, 
killing four Filipinos and capturing two. 
From the latter he learned that Aguin- 
aldo had camped there for the night. 
Although exhausted and half starved, 
Major March’s men entered Lagat on 
the run. They saw the insurgents scat- 
tering into the bushes or over the plateau 
a thousand yards beyond the town on 
the mountain side, the _ figures of 
twenty-five Filipinos, dressed in 
white, with their leader on a 
gray horse, were silhouetted against the 
sunset. The Americans fired a volley and 
saw the officer drop from his horse. His 
followers fied, carrying the body. 

The Americans on reaching the spot, 
caught the horse, which was richly sad- 
died. Blood from a badly wounded man 
was on the animal and on the ground the 
saddlebags contained Aguinaldo’s diary 
and some private papers, including proc- 
lamations. One of these was addressed: 
“To the civilized nations.’’ It protested 
against the American occupation of the 
Philippines. There were also found copies | 
of Senator Beveridge’s speech, trans- 
lated into Spanish and entitled ‘The 
death knell of the Filipino people.”’ 

Major March, believing that the Fil- 
ipinos had taken to a river which is a 
tributary to the Chico, followed it for 
two days, reaching Tiao, where he learn- 
ed the river May 20th on a raft with 
the body of a dead or wounded man upOn 
a litter, covered with palm leaves. 

There Major March reviewed his com- 
mand, shoeless and exhausted and picked 
out twenty-four of the freshest men, 
with whom he ‘beat the -surrounding 
country for six days longer, but with- 
out finding any trace of the insurgents. 
The Americans pushed on and arrived at

Aguinaldo’s papers are very important. 
They show that he took refuge in Iga- 
bela province, where he remained until 
he established himself at Laboagan, 
province of Abra, where he proposed to 
direct the rainy season operations. Untt! 
recently he was ignorant of outside 
events, making no pretense of directing 
the insurrection, happy ‘if indeed he 
might be able to keep alive among the 
hostile Igorrotes, who killed several of

TAFT COMMISSION 
ARRIVES AT MANILA 


MacArthur's Staff Meets the Rody at 
the Transport. 


ARE ESCORTED TO PALACE 


McKinley’s Appointee Reaches the 
Philippine Islands Safely. 


HEAD OF THE COMMISSION TALKS 


Judge Taft Declares That He and His 
Associates Come with Power To 
Adjust Matters. 


Manila, June 3.—The United States trans- 
port Hancock, from San Francisco April 
17th. arrived here this morning with the 
members of the Philippine commission. 
The members of General MacArthur's 
staff welcomed the commissioners on 
board the Hancock. At noon the com- 
missioners landed and drove to the palace, 
escorted by General MacArthur's staff, a 
band and two companies of the Twenty- 
sixth infantry, with artillery. 

At the palace the commissionerg were 
welcomed by Genera] MacArthur in a 
short and forceful address. After Judge 
William H. Taft, president of the com- 
mission, had replied the commissioners 
returned to the Hancock, where they will 
remain until they have selected suitable 
dwellings on land. During the morning 
the members of the Filipino supreme 
court, the local editors and many of the 
leading merchants repaired to the trans- 
port, where they conversed with the com- 
missioners, Rear Admiral Remey, itn com- 
mand of the United States naval] forces 
on the Asiatic squadron, called officially 
during the afternoon. Tomorrow General 
MacArthur will return the call of the 
commissioners. The family of Judge 
Taft will remain’ for a while in Japan. 
The families of the other commissioners 
arrived with them, 

Judge Taft, speaking today in reply to 


| @ representative of the Associated Press, 


regarding the powers and future work of 
the commlsstfon, said: 

“We have full instructions and exten- 
Bive powers. The latter we shall not ex- 
ercise until we have had ample time to 
acquire sufficient knowledge of the situa- 
tion to enable us to proceed to enact leg- 
islative changes and reforms, prelimina- 
ry to the establishment of a stable civil 
government. Until we assume authority 
General MacArthur will continue to per- 
form the duties and exercise the powers 
formerly performed by General Otis; and, 
even after we take active and full part in 
the government, General MacArthur will 
continue as the executive head until, on 
our recomendation to Mr. McKinley, it 
shall seem to the president that the time 
has arrived for the appointment of a 
civil executive and for making the milh- 
tary forces merely auxiliary in carrying 
on the civil government, to be availablo 
only in cases of emergency for the sup- 
pression of lawless violence too formid- 
able to be overcome by the regularly or- 
ganized local police.

Some of these involve judicial investiga- 
tion and decisions upon legal rights. 
Others call for the careful exercise of po- 
litical power in order to secure equitable 
adjustments. Upon the latter class of is- 
sues we Cannot speak now. 

“Representing the sovereignty of the 
United States tn tha Philippines, which it 
is the purpose of our government to main- 
tain, we are here to do justice to the 
Filipinos and to secure for them the best 
government in our power, and such a 
measure of popular control as is consist- 
ant with the stability and security of law, 
order ind property. We are civil officers, 
men of peace. The -field of our work is 
necessarily confined to regions where the 
armed enemy has ceased his operaciens. 
We can not deal with armed men. Gen- 
a MacArthur and the army will do 
tnat. 

‘“‘When those now in arms shall have 
laid them down, relying as they certainly 
can, upon the justice, generosity and clem- 
ency of the United States, we shall give 
them all a full hearing upon the policy to 
be pursued and the reforms to be fnittated. 
We purpose to inaugurate as comprehen- 
sive a schco!l system throughout the 
islands ius circumstances will allow [ 
am surprised that Manila has not receliv- 
ed news regarding the Spooner bill, a 
measure calculated to help us greatly in 
our work here.”’

Veteran Offictals Declare Nothing Like

MUCH LEGISLATION ACCOMPLISHED 


Many Measures Presented, After 
Passing One Branch, Await 
Action of the Other Branch 
When Congress Re- 

assembles. * 


Washington, June 3.—The record of the 
first session of the fifty-sixth congress is 
now practically closed and it is possible 
to survey the important work it has ac 
complished during the last six months. It 
has been a busy congress, the busiest, 
aecording to veteran officials, in many 
years. In some respects the work has 
been less exchting than that of the pre- 
ceding congress, which covered the dra- 
matic period when war was declared 
against Spain, and also the period of re- 
construction and. treaty-making with 
Spain following the successful close of 
the war, But in work actually accom- 
plished and started toward accomplish- 
ment the record of the present session 
stands well in comparison with the most 
energetic congresses. 

Our new territorial possessions have re- 
ceived much attention, and while there 
has been no definite action ag to the Phil- 


ippines or Cuba a form of government and , 


a means of revenue has been provided for 
Porta Rico and a comprehensive territo- 
rial form of government has been given to 
Hawail, ° 

The financial act has made important 
changes in the laws relating to the parity 
of metals, the bonded indebtedness, na- 
tiona] banks and the security of the treas- 
ury by a gold reserve. 

The Nicaraguan canal bill was passed 
by the house and was on the calendar of 
the senate for attention when congress re- 
convenes. : 

The anti-tfust bil] is similarly advanced, 
the anti-trust constitutional amendment 
has a defeat recorded against it. The 
Pacific cable measure has passed the sen- 
ate and is awaiting final action in the 
house, The exclusion of Brigham H. 
Roberts from a seat in the heuse because 
of his polygamous status, the refusal of 
the senate to admit Mr. Quay on the ap- 
pointment of the governor of Pennsylva- 
nia, and the sensational] charges, investi- 
gation and developments in the senate in 
the case of Mr. Clark, of Montana, have 
added some exciting personal phases to 
the session. Investigations have been 
prolific, including the inquiry to the 
Cour d'Alene mining riots in Idaho, the 
various inquiries on polygamy growing 
out of the Roberts case and more recent- 
ly the senate investigation of the postal 
and other drregularities in Cuba.

The dis- 
cussion first turned on the revenue Dill, 
levying a duty of 15 per cent of the Ding- 
ley rates on Porto Rico goods. The ma- 
jority of the ways and means committee 
urged the constitutionality and necessity 
of this course, while the minority, re- 
enforced by Mr. McCall, of Massachusetts, 
a member of the majority, maintained 
that the constitution of the United States 
extended to Porto Rico and that con- 
gress was inaugurating a new and dan- 
gerous precedent by giving the island 
any other law than that of the rest of 
the country. Excitement ran high under 
the spur of widespread public attention. 
The debate in the house was signalized 
by the division of the majority, which, 
for a ti!me, made the result doubtful, but 
the bill ulfimately passed. The contest in 
the senate was animated, but less acute. 

Government for Hawail. 

Next in importance in thé accomplished 
work of the session is the act “To provide 
a government for the territory of Ha- 
wali."’ The debates on it in the senate 
ani house aroused little division save on 
matters of detail. The act provides a 
system of government much like a terri- 
tory, with a governor appointed by the 
president, a legislature of two hotses, 
franchise rights, practically the same as 
those of voters in the United States, with 
the a@flitional qualification that a voter

Havana, June 3.—General Maximo Go- 
mez is expected to arrive here early to- 
morrow and preparations have been 
made to receive him with all honors. 
Representatives of the nationalist and 
republican parties will go in different 
tugs, each having a band, and various 
societies will also send delegations to 
join in the welcome. The motives that 
have induced him to return are the sub- 
ject of much speculation. Many believe 
that General Gomez, disappointed at the 
attitude taken toward him by the people 
of Santo Domingo, has come back to 
Cuba to engage in an active campaign 
for the future presidency of the Cuban 
republic. It is asserted that his first step 
will be to bring all his influence to bear 
in favor of the election to the mayoralty 
of Havana of General Alejandro Rodri- 
guez, partly for personal and partly for 
political consideration. If he can make 
the necessary impression upon the mem- 
bers of the national party and if the re- 
sult of his intervention is the defeat of 
Senor Estrada Mora, then the power cf 
General Gomez will be much more gen- 
erally recognized than it is now. 

Already his friends have issued a state- 
ment saying that early In the week he 
will attempt to consolidate the demo- 
cratic, republican and nationalist parties, 
with a view of bringing about a harmo- 
-nious constitutional convention in this 
city in August. The authors of tis state- 
ment contend that such a convention is 
the only path to independence. 


TIMELY TALES TOLD 
e IN POLICE CIRCLES 


The escape of Jim Howard,. the negro 
perjurer who got away while handcuffed 
Saturday night, was under discussion at 
the police barracks yesterday when Sta- 
tion Sergeant Bonnell sald: 

‘When I was county jailer several years 
azo we had a very remarkable escape of 
a negro prisoner. The negro was on trial 
on the charge of burglary, and the jury 
was out all night. Early the next morn- 
ing I was notified that the jury had 
reached a verdict and that the prisoner 
was wanted by 9 o’clock. I delivered the 
negro to the bailiff, who “started with 
the prisoner for the courthouse. After 
walking two blocks she negro made a 
break and got away. He was shot at 
four or. five times and, I think, was 
slightly wounded in the leg. He ran into 
Darktown. where he was captured after 
a long seg#ch. When the courthouse was 
reached the jury was already waiting for 
the prisoner. And the verdict read: ‘We, 
the jury, find the defendant not guilty.’” 


During the police matinee last Saturday 
a negro woman, one ef the prisoners, 
made her appearance with a negro baby 
in her arms. 

Then the recorder asked a question 
which he has been propounding regularly 
every day for the past two weeks. It 
was: ‘‘Does that baby belong to you or’ 
have you just borrowed it for the occa- 
sion?’ 

The reason this question is asked is 
because the recorder has discovered that 
a lot of negro women brought into his 
court have been borrowing babies in order 
to obtain the sympathy of the judge, it 
being thought inadvisable to send a wo- 
man to the stockade who had a young 
infant in her arms. 

“‘Hereafter,’’ declared the recorder, 
“every woman who comes into thia court 
with a baby anust prove property.” 


Ten negroes made up a little crap game 
Saturday night, and the bone tossing 
was to be done in the rear of a residence 
near the corner of Whitehall and Broth- 
erton streets. 

The eleventh negro appeared and want- 
ed to join in, but he was black balled, so 
to speak, as he was told that his pres- 
ence was not wanted. 

The average Atlanta darkey always has 
away to get revenge. 

The eleventh negro hied himself away 
to a telephone and notified the police of 
the little game of craps. The house des- 
ignated was quietly surrourided and the 
ten crap shooters were all caught in the 
act and were locked up. 

While the raid was going on, a dark 
figure was scen now and then lurking in 
the shadows. It was the eleventh man 
who had had his revenge.

All Is Quiet in Augusta, but Many

Paper. 


Augusta, Ga., June 3.—(Speciai.)— 
Everything has been quiet in Augusta 
since midnight last night, and it is be- 
l'eved there will be no further effort at 
violence against The Georgia Baptist. Ed- 
itor W. J. White has made the fullest 
possible apologies and repudiation of the 
offensive article, and men who have prac- 
tical experience in a newspaper office 
know that accidents of this kind can oc- 


cur at times. 
The following is the card which the 
committee dictated for Editor White's 


signature yesterday afternoon: 
White’s Retraction. 


“The infamous article that appeared in 
The Georgia Baptist on May $list as a 
clipping from The Bee, was/inserted with- 
out the knowledge or apprgval of the ed- 
itor of this paper, who hereby emphatl. 
cally disclaims connection with its publi- 
cation. 

“TI cannot sufficiently. deplore the fact 
that this disgraceful article appeared in 
our paper, apparently as the expression 
of the opinion and sentiment of the editor 
of this papers And further I deprecate, 
repudiate and denounce the article and all 
fhe sentiments it contains, and further 
guarantee to the white people of Augusta 
that it is hot the intention of The Georgia 
Baptist to offend by upholding any such 
dastardly acts as that referred to in the 
article in question. I further guarantee 
to the white citizens that no such of- 
fense will again occur in the columns 
of this paper. I respectfully ask the morn- 
ing papers to publish this denial and 
promise to print it in large type in The 
Georgia Baptist.

Another Statement. : 


Later in the evening, and after the 
crowd had left police headquarters, the 
following additional statement was writ- 
ten to The Chronicle in regard to the 
clipping that caused all the trouble: 

“Augusta, Ga., June 2, 190—To The 
Sunday Chronicle—Mr,. Editor: No man 
or woman'‘in Augusta can regret more 
than I that a clipping from the Washing- 
ton D. C.. Bee, making statements in ref- 
erence to the recent killing and lynching 
in and near Augusta, found its way to the 
people of Augusta and elsewhere through 
the columns of The Georgia Baptist. For 
the twenty years that I have published 
this paper I have striven to keep out of 
its columns anything that would engender 
ill feeling or race antagonism. During all 
these years I have given but little space 
to accounts of murders, lynching or other 
demoralizing crimes. This policy has been 
pursued by me as a friend to all races and 
a promoter of good morals and friendship 
among all the people. My desire is that 
the pleasantest relations existing between 
myself and all classes of Augusta’s pop- 
ulation may be continued. Among my 
most valuable friends and counsellors for 
vears have been leading white citizens of 
Augusta, and common sense would teach 
me not to willingly nor intentionally do 
anything to alienate this friendship. My 
hope is that I may be believed when I 
savy in an article prepared by my white 
friends and which I voluntarily signed, 
that the pernicious article had not even 
been seen by me until this morning. JI do 
not even know how the article got into 
The Georgia Baptist, and believe it was 
entirely accidental. I cannot believe that 
any of my staff would intentionally have 
put this plece in our paper. I am very

In spite of these statements of Editor 
White and the protestations of innocence 
in the publication, there are those who 
continue to believe that it was a malli- 
cious publication and who insist that he 
should be required to leave Augusta and 
his newspaper closed up. It is believed, 
however. that the more conservative ele- 
ment in the community will persuade the 
more extreme to let the matter stand 
where it is now and accept Editor White's 
statement in good faith. It is believed 
that the indignant action which has al- 
ready been taken will be sufficient to con- 
vince negro editors of the feeling of the 
whites in the. matter and prevent such 
publications in future.

Populists of Alabama Seem to Have 
No Leader. 


THEY MADE A NOMINATION

But the Man Named Is Against Put- 
ting Out Ticket. 


HE MADE A SPEECH AGAINST IT 


Deniocrats Do Not Fear Any Opposi- 
tion—Negroes Suspicious of Cen- 
sus Men—Alabama News. 


Birmingham, Ala., June 8.—(Special,)— 
There is absolutely no doubt of Hon. Ww, 


J. Samford’s success in the coming 
campaign. The democratic nominee is to 


be elected by a big majority and his op- 
position is so weak that it is hardly nec- 
essary for much of a campaign to be 
waged. The populists, who held their 
state convention in this city during the 
past week, have no head ‘to the ticket, 
Rev. 8S. M. Adams having declined to run. 
Rev. Adams did not have the time to re- 
fuse the honor in the convention, having 
to. leave the convention room suddenly 
to catch a train homeward. But before 
the platform was adopted he made a 
warm speech against the party putting 
out a ticket at all, showing his dislike 
toward such a movement. His idea was 
to exert all energies in the counties and 
in that manner keep the party organiza- 
tion together. But he was in a hopeless 
minority and a ticket was decided on and 
he was placed at the head of it. He has 
declined to run and the question is how 
are the populists to find another candi- 
date. Ex-Congressman M. W. Howard is 
not in the state. Mr. G. B. Deans ran 
once before. L. H. Reynolds, of Chilton 
county, one of the most active young men 
in the party, has a better certainty for 
the state senatorship, which he will hard- 
ly give up to run for the governorship on 
the populist ticket, victory of which is 
impossible. Dr. Crowe is too busy in land 
trading. N. B. Spears, of St. Clair coun- 
ty, has a good thing in the legislature. 
There are very few other prominent pop- 
ulists. It is, therefore, very probable 
that the populists will do without a head 
for the ticket. Whatever they do, it must 
be decided on very quickly, for in a short 
while the time for the placing of a ticket 
in the fleld by law will have expired. 

Even if a candidate is named, it will 
result in but little good to the party, for 
the democratic nominee is as certain of 
election as that the sun is going to set 
on the morrow. The campaign committee 
of the democratic party will meet in this 
city again this week and make arrange- 
ments for the coming campaign. The 
work ig to be carried on as if g¢here was 
really strong opposition. There is no 
fear of any of the opposition candidates 
defeating Mr. Samford. Rev. Dr. Hargett, 
the prohibition candidate, declares for 
prohibtion. Editor C. P. Lane, of Hunts- 
ville, declares for high license as against 
both dispensary and _ prohibition. The 
populists adopted a platform in which 
was a dispensary plank. The democrats 
do not touch on the question at all, but 
at the conference of dispensary advocates 
held yesterday confidenee in the demo- 
cratic nominees for the legislature from 
this county was expressed. These dis- 
pensary advocates did not indorse the 
populists and as far as can be learned no 
promises have been made that party at 
all for support. 

The democrats expect to retrieve lost 
ground in all counties in the state and 
the indications are that when the Au- 
gust elections roll around there will be 
a different aspect on matters politically 
for the number of populist and anti- 
democratic counties will be reduced con- 
siderably. 

An Atlanta Man. 

The contract for constructing the plow 
factory at Ensley has been let to Charts 
Wagner, of Atlanta, Ga., and work is to 
begin on the structure during this week. 
According to the specifications the build- 
ings are to be completed within sixty or 
seventy days. Charles Wheelock & Son, 
of Birmingham, are the architects. The 
plow factory will manufacture steel plows 
and agricultural implements. It will 
located within easy access of the steel 
plant at Ensley, from which institution 
its raw material will be received.

Bids Have Been Submitted. 


Quite a large number of bids have been 
submitted for the construction of the first 
eleven miles of the Oneonta and Attalla 
railroad, a new line to be constructed by 
the Louisville and Nashville railroad 
from Nneonta, in Blount county, to At- 
tolla, tn Etowah county. There are a 


_large number of contractors hefe from all 


parts of the country and many have put 
in their bids, accompanying same with a 
certified check for. $7,000, as required bv 
the promoters. There is much railroad 
building to be done in this state this year 
and already eight or ten miles alone of 
spurs, sidetracks and extensions are be- 
ing put down. Inside of this month it is 
believed the Southern railway will give 
cut the contracts for the construction of 
the Ensley Southern railway, extending 
from Ensley, in Jefferson county, to Par- 
rish, in Walker. county. This road is to 
be thirty-five miles long. The Oneonta 
and Attalla railroad is to be about thirty- 
five miles long also. The branch, to be 
built by the Louisville and Nashville rail- 
road, taking in a great part of the coal 
fields in Jefferson, Blount and Walker 
counties, will be about the same length 
also. There are more contractors in this 
section of the country than were here 
when the contracts for the Montgomery 
branch of the Mobile and Ohio railroas 
were given out a few years since. 
Negroes Are Leary. 

Negroes in this vicinity are not so anx- 
fous to make replies to the questions be- 
ing put to them by the census enumera- 
tors. One of the census enumerators just 
west of the city limits struck a settlement 
of negroes yesterday and he had much 
trouble in getting information from the 
head of the family. The negroes seem to 
think that the enumerators are atfer in- 
formation to make arrests or to put offi- 
cers on their tracks. It is feared that 
much time will be lost with some of the 
negroes, who cannot be made to under- 
stand that records are being made up. 
The badges being worn by the enumera- 
tors are frightening a number of negroes 
also So far rain has interferred with the 
work considerably hereabouts, but with 
a couple of weeks good weather it is _be- 
lieved fair progress can be mace.

Macon, Ga., June 3.—(Special.)—It seems 
as if the jury in the Clyde Turner libel suit 
for $20,000 damages against certain ‘mem- 
bers of the faculty and students of Mer- 
cer university composing the athietic as- 
sociation will make a mistrial. The jury 
retired on the case Saturday afternoon 
shortly after 6 o'clock, and after being out 
all Saturday night and Sunday, have been 
unable to make a verdict. It is not known 
how long Judge Felton will Keep the jury 
on the case. The hearing of the case cun- 
sumed six days, and if it is possible for 
the jury to agree by confinement, Judge 
Felton will be disposed to keep them shut 
up for some time. If the gury should 
award the piaintiff only 1 cent damages, it 
would be a vindication of him.

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RIDING OVER THE 
SRABOARD'S ROUTE 


Delightful Trip Given to Guests of the 
Railroad. 


WERE SEVERAL BANQUETS 


One of Them at Richmond, Va., on 
Saturday Night. 


THE PENNSYLVANIA ROAD REPRESENTED 


This Means That the Great Line Is 
Friendly to the Seaboard. 
Notes of the Trip. 


Richmond, Va., June 3.—(Special.)—For 
nearly a week now the new Seaboard 
railway system has smothered its guests 
in luxuries and deluged them with liquids 
which are generally regarded ag ]uxuries 
but which here and in Savannah are class- 
ed ag necessaries. 

The entire trip from here to Tampa and 
back again has been as delightful as it 
could be made. President John Skelton 
Williams and his associates have every 
reason to be satisfied with it. Certainly 
its purpose has been accomplished. This 
purpose was to meet the people at the 
principal points along the route and fm- 
press upon them fhe fact that an import- 
ant new route has been opened between 
the capital of Virginia and the rapidly 
growing port of Tampa. Then there is 
nothing like knowing personally the peo- 
ple with whom you hope to do business. 
Absolutely nothing occurred on the trip 
to mar jit—not even an injunction. 

Two or three significant things have oc- 
curred on this tour. One of the most im- 
portant was the presence at the banquet 
here at the beautiful Hote] Jefferson last 
night of some of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road’s higher officials, President A. T. 
Cassat could not come, but he was well 
represented. President R. G. Erwin and 
Vice President S. R. Knott, of the Plant 
System, came over from New York and 
President J. M. Egan, of the Central of 
Georgia, stopped on his way home from 
New York. 

The significance of the Pennsylvania's 
representation is heightened by other evi- 
dences of a more friendly attitude toward 
the Seaboard. The Pennsylvania has had 
its preferred connectfons and no doubt 
will continue to have them, but the Sea- 
board folk are genuinely pleased at the 
gracious consideration which the greatest 
road in the world is showing it. In the 
matter of train connéctions out of Wash- 
ington for New York and vice versa, the 
Seaboard obtained at the recent time con- 
vention just what it wanted from the 
Pennsylvania, There are other eviden- 
ces, too, that point to closer relations in 
the future than have existed in the past 
between the two systems. Well known 
physical difficulties bar the Seaboard from 
any immediate connection with the RBal- 
timore and Ohio, but such a future contin- 
gency has been thoroughly gone over be- 
tween the Seaboard syndicate and the 
Baltimore and Ohio people. A-member of 
the Baltimore party on this trip expressed 
himself ag quite satisfied that at some 
no distant day, there will be physical 
connection between the Seaboard and the 
Baltimore and Ohio but this question nat- 
urally suggests itself: ‘‘Would the Penn- 
Sylvania, which {fs largely interested in 
the Baltimore and Ohio, permit a move of 
that kind?’’ 

That brings on more talk.

line has actually occurred and in view of 
the fact that the financial reorganization 
is actually accomplished, the question is: 
“Will it pay?’’ 

The gentlemen who compose the syn- 
dicate have been asking themselves that 
today. They have been over the line now 
and they have seen the country through 
which about one-third of the system pass- 
es, It is violating no confidence to say 
that the country did not come up to their 
expectations. Mr. Warfield, postmaster 
of Baltimore and president of the Conti- 
nenta] Trust Company, said to me at Co- 
lumbla: “‘We bought the property without 
seeing it.” Of course they had reports on 
it, and they had their own idea of the 
country traversed. They were acquainted 
with the thickly settled north and middle 
sections of the country, but most of them 
were unfamillar with the sparsely set- 
tled south. However, despite the unim- 
pressive appearance of the piné forests, 
Mr. Warfield tells me that the syndicate 
is wel] satisfied with its investment. The 
capitalists were greatly pleaseq when they 
saw the magnificent terminal at Savan- 
nah. 

According to plan of reorganization as 

announced, the bonded indebtedness of the 
greater Seaboard system amounts to only 
$18,000 a mile. At 5 per cent the fixed 
charges will be only $90 a mile and this 
System ought to make that jn a panic 
year. The sum is sma compared to 
what many roads have to pay. 
_In @ year’s time the new system will 
make itself felt in the southern traffic sit- 
uation, and it will be accorded everything 
it is entitled to. Where it Is the strong line 
it will make th rates and the other lines 
wil] take what traffic they can get. Where 
it is the weak line, its strongest competi- 
tor will make the rates; and it will be 
comtent with the small sh®e. The Sea- 
board is here to stay—for a good while at 
least. Realizing this, its competitors will 
treat it justly. . 

General Superintendent McBee stated 
last night in his Columbia speech that the 
Seaboard bore malice to no one. There 
has been a good deal of recrimination be- 
tween the Seaboard and some of: its com- 
petitors, - If this is dropped hereafter, it 
will be better for all the roads. Legiti- 
mate competition in service breeds no rate 
wars. Indeed the day for competiton in 
rates is past if the managements will 
eliminate personal feeling and exercise 
their best judgment. 

The new system “is running all over the 
country like dog fennel,” as some one 
remarked the other day. Not only does 
it extend from Richmond to Tampa, but 
there are several transverse lines—like the 
Georgia and Alabama, reaching from Sa- 
vVannah to Montgomery and the Florida 
Central and Peninsular’s line, extending 
from Fernandina across to Tallahassee.

When the Negroes Advertised a Fair | 
on Park Extension. 

Savannah, Ga., June $.—(Special.)—Con- 
siderable excitement has been stirred up 
by the residents around the park exten- 
sion; one of the most elite sections of the 
city, on account of an advertisement 
circulated today by some colored citizens 
to the effect that they will give a fair, 
beginning tomorrow night, in the build- 
ing located in the extension recently va- 
cated by the Masons. The Masons -of 
Savannah, at the conclusion of their 
fair, sold the building to an alderman 
and well-known citizen, who thought- 
lessly, it is said, gave the negroes per- 
mission to conduct a two weeks’ fair 
there. The negroes at once got out 
their handbills. This stirred the residents 
of that section up to the boiling point 
and they assert that the colored fair shall 
not take place, in spite of the fact that 
permission has been obtained from the 
city.

Baccalaureate Sermon by Rev. W. W. 
Pinson, of Macon. 


AN *. ELOQUENT- DISCOURSE 


Took as His Subject, Two Bible 
Women, Vashti gend Esther, 
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AND THEIR ADHERENCE TO DUTY 


How a Woman Saved a Nation—Why 
Esther Won and Vashti Failed. 
Lessons To Be Drawn. 


Athens, Ga., June 3?.—(Special.)—At Lucy 
Cobb institute this morning, after the 
renditicn of lovely music, Rev. W. W. 
Pinson, pastor of Mulberry street Metho- 
dist church. Macon, Ga., preached the 
annual baccalaureate sermon, taking as 
his subject, ‘“‘Vashti and Esther.” He 
spoke as follows: 

Ahasuervs was a despotic ruler in an age of 


tyranny. Nevertheless he met his match and 
more in the unconqguerable heroism of two 
Women. To thrust and hold the deeds of 


these two women in the foreground of the his- 
tory of the period was evidently a prime ob- 
ject in this unique book. 


The Persian empire was at its zenith. It 
include in its dependencies one hundred ani 
twenty-seven provinces, extending from the 


Indus to the Mediterranean sea, and from the 
Danube river to the Persian gulf. This vast 
territory was three thousand miles long and 
from five hundred to one th @:and five hun- 
dred in width, an aggregate of two million 
square miles, or eight times the area of the 
Babylonian empire. The wealth and mag- 
nificance of the court were almost fabuious, 
and if this kiag has been correctly identified 
as Xerxes, he is said to have mustered one 
million seven hundred thousand men :n an 
army for the conquest of Greece. 

To the throne of this empire Ahasuerus ha4 
come, and by his side was Vashti, the beau- 
tiful, sharing the splendor of the Persian 
court. Yet she was not by his aide, fur Chris- 
tianity had not yet put its hand beneath wom. 
an and lfted her from the feet of man to her 
rightful and divinely appointed place at his 
Side. 

She was, therefore, not ty his side in the 
Zreat feast in the royal palace of Shushan, 
Where the nobles and princes of the kingdom 
abandoned themselves to feasting and pleas- 
ure for a hundred and eighty days. She en- 
tertained the women in a separate apartment. 
We have read of occasions of a much more re- 
cent date where it was more in keeping with 
womanly grace and modesty for wives to leave 


their husbands alone with their nDipes and 
politics, their potaticns and their prvfanity, 
for centuries of civilization have not yet ex- 


ereised the demon of savagery from the breast 
that yearns for the wine cup. Let women pre- 
rare to suffer’ when men sit down to drink. 
The storm was brewing for Vashti amid the 
cups of Ahasuerus. There comes a time in 
self-indulgence when the thirst for a new sen- 
fation seizes the over-sated victim and then 
mere selfishness becomes inconsiderate and 
dangerously cruel. That stage came to Ahas- 
uerus. When he was heated by wine and in- 
toxicated by the flattery of his obscquious 
courtiers, he sought for a new excitant for the 
overwrought rerves. There must be a new 
flavor to the delicious wine of adulation, new 
fuel for the hot fires of pampered pride. 

It was not enough that his noble cuests had 
seen and praised his magnificent palace, his 
golden vessels, his tapestry of many hues. Had 
he not also tha most beautiful queen in all the 
easte? Ah! my lords, if ye call me fortunate 
for this art, this architecture, this dazzling 
opulence of dead things, what shall ye say of 
me when ye behold the blushing c:.eek, the 
flashing eye and grace of form of the beauti- 
ful Vashti. Lead her in. 

Beware, Oh, king! Thou canst execute thy 
will without constitutions or laws where thy 
will can speak. ‘Thousands of titled wearers 
of the purple bow in homage at thy feet. 
Thou canst turn the golden rivers of tribute 
from two million square miles of fruitful ter- 
ritory into thy bursting coffers. But speak 
the word and a million men will hurl them- 
selves against walls of gleaming stee] and rush 
intosthe snarling teeth of devouring Thor- 
mopyleas; but thou hast now confronted that 
which no despotism can bind and no tyranny 
can crush, the will of a lone woman. For 
know thatthe cheek you admire can burn 
with another blush than the glow of beauty. 
and in that heaving bosom sleeps a life of 
which thou hast not dreamed, and within the 
soul of her you name Vashti is a citadel guard- 
ed by a power that can laugh at your lordly 
edicts, the powér of a woman’s conscience. 

When the unexpected message reached Vashti 
her answer was ready: ‘“‘I will not come;”’ 
an answer that seems to have coma without 
consultation or hesitation, a spontaneous dee- 
laration of independence, a final notice to the 
very personification of earthly power that 
some things woman is her cwn mistress. It 
was a lone voice out of the dark. the voice 
of womanly riodesty gathering unto itself all 
the agonies and wrongs of centuries and hurl- 
ing itself in deflance against the mailed ranks 
of oppression. 

The king was filled with astonishment. He 
was accustomed to being obeved without pro- 


test, least of all did he expect disobedience 
on the part of the queen. It was without pre- 
cedent and no law for the case. Thosé 


Ssatraps felt the social order shaken as by an 
earthquake, and fairly felt their households 
tumbling about their ears. Let that act of 
womanly independence go unpunished and 
every woman in the empire would become a 
rebel against the whims and caprices of her 
lord. Vashti must lose her crown, and she 
walked out of the palace, a queen no longer. 
but infinitely more, a woman, wearing stain- 
less and inviolate the crown cf womanly mod- 
esty. 

Esther fell heir to the crown of the banished 
Vashti. She was the daughter of a captive 
people, but her beauty won her the crown of 
empire and the heart of Ahasuerus. She 
carried into the palace the traditions of her 
people, and the spirit of patriotism that burn- 
ed in the heart of every Jew in whatever land 
he might be. Reared by the generosity of her 
kinsman, for she was an orphan, raised to the 
high position of queen through his planning, 
the splendors of the Persian court could not 
tempt her to forget his kindness or to renounce | 
the claims of her people. She comes upen the 
scene with a soft tread and the mein of a 
womanly woman, whose distinction was that 
she was the most beautiful woman in the 
empire. We do not expect a great deal of her. 
We settle ourselves to behold the gorgeous 
beauty of a butterfly, not suspecting we are 
looking on the plumage of an eagle. 

There came a day for action. The wicked 
Agagite, Haman, had conceived a hatered of 
Mordecai and in order to compass his ruin 
had plotted the destruction of all Jews in Per- 
sia and her provinces. The king had given 
his decree cf wholesale slaughter and the day 
for the execution of the horrible and irre- 
vertible decree whs set. The wall of that 
dcomed people reached the ear of Esther in the 
palace and her heart sickened amid the splen- 
dor of the court. She alone 4:ould speak the 
word of help and hope. She alone could trans. 
late this wail into a plea to the king. 

Here was an emergency that broke 
even flow of her life. There are 
one knows what to do next. Now I must rise. 
Now I must dine. Now I must meet my 
friends. But when some emergency seizes the 
hour glass and shakes it into confusion. when | 
a voice We may not deny calls from the |} 
desert and we must go where there ts no 
beaten path to follow, when choice must be 
made, where habit counts for nothing. then 
character must speak from within Such a 
time had come to Fsther. To act might mean 
death or banishment, and life was sweet. «9 
was the luxury and splendor of the palace.

and stifie the pleadings of conscience. Watch 
the struggle. Give her time. Time for the 
woman’‘in her to wake, Time for the moral 
neture to rally its forees. Time for the timid. 
shrinking nature to arm {ftself with the cour- 
ace of a great purpose. Time for the clamor- 
ous voices of vanity and self-love to drown 
themselves in the deeps of an aroused con- 
science. Above all time to pray. 

When she comes forth from that struggle. 
she comes with no gentle tread, but with the 
tread of a conqueror, under her feet every 
opposing force. on her brow the invisible cecr- 
onet of dominion. When she enpeak*e now it 
is with this calm and masterful specch: ‘Sol 
will gc in unto the king. which ts net aeccord- 
ing to the law, and if I perish, I perish.’’ That 
sublime resolution had raise] her spirit above 
fear and laid under contribution her grace, 
beauty and queenhood; it threw into the ven- 
ture of rescue for her people the eplendor and 
luxury of the court as so many baubles, and 
laid life itself 075 the altar of unhesitating ccn- 
secration to the great caure. 

It did more. It seized the scenter. Tt dom- 
{nated ‘he king. It undid at one stroke the 
perfidious but shrewd machinations of a prac- 
ticed politician. It disrobed a prime mfnister 
end sent him to be hanged on his own gallows. 
It lifted the cloud from a helpless people and 
turned their wailing into feasting. 

In the language of Dr. Parker: ‘‘So we part 
with Esther, the brilllant queen. in some re- 
spects the Lady Macbeth of her day. The old. 
est blood of history warmed her veiris and 
the light of generations shone in her glorious 
eves. She was developed boy circumstances. 
Now she is timid, calculating, half afraid: her 
courage comes and goes like the bloodtide on 
fair cheeks. and anon she is as an unquench- 
ehlie fire. How carefully she la'd her finger on 
the king’s pulse. How well she kept the 
the wicked Haman within reach of 
her crushing heel. We do not strain the moral 
of the story by calling for an Esther to stand 
up in modest courage !n the presence of de- 
vastating forces—drunkenness, lust, eclfishness, 
slavery and all wrong.

Esther, on the other hand, flew in the face 
of custom. While Vashti chose the beaten 
path and suffered, she chose the untroaden path 
and triumphed. She ran the risk of being 
jeered by her own sex and hissed by the 
opposite sex. To go into the presence of the 
king unbidden was to do an unwomanly thing. 
To meddle in statecraft was almost unthink- 
able for a Persian woman. She was woman- 
liest of queens, but she did one unwomanly 
thing and by so doing became queeniiest of 
women. 

Both braved the wrath of the king and de- 


fied mere power. Vashti braved it and nobly 
suffered the loss of her crown. Esther acted 
in the face of law and dominated the au- 


thority of the king, and so triumphed. 

There are two lessons to be drawn from 
the story. 

ij. Conditions determine the sphere of noble 
actions. One of these women acted purely in 
the sphere of private and personal choice 
and quietly suffered the consequences. The 
other entered the fleld of diplomacy at the 
call of a plain and simple duty. They were 
equally true and equally right. I do not 
know which to be most impatient at—the 
new woman or the old woman. One is a 
spheremaker and the other a spherebreaker. 
1 fear neither of them comprehends the no- 
blest type of man and woman, the sphere 
filler. The sphere of either man or woman 
is the best he can do for God and man. De- 
borah led an army and so did Joan of Are. 
Both of them did it successfully, which proves 
that when men are lacking women may lead 
an army, but it does not prove that military 
life ie a calling for woman to seek, nor that

The question of woman’s work is not 
one that is simply philosophic, but one to be 


determined by economic and often gastronomic 
considerations.

ly it is the duty of the press to caution | 
an ignorant and negligent public 
against the reckless handling of such | 
edged tools. 

Hypnotism has grown vastly in vogue | 
in the last fifteen or twenty years. The, 
causes of its phenomena and the forces | 
which regulate and control them are as | 
little known as ever, but this does not) 
bar its acceptance as a form of social | 
amusement, nor its exploitation by | 
thoughtless youths and greedy charla- | 
tans, whose only object is to gain a lit- 
tle cheap notoriety, or wring a living 
from a credulous populace. It has been 
forcibly demonstrated, however, that 
men of sound judgement and experience 
are required to make successful and) 
safg operators, and it is just as logical] 
for the law to license this profession | 
and impose rigid restrictions as others | 
involving a tedious course of study and | 
preparation. 

The case in point is not the first of | 
its kind. The police of New York 
found a woman half demented ram- 
bling about the streets in an almless 
way. When taken in charge and ques- 
tioned she finally admitted that her | 
oa ang mental condition was due 
to the fact that her husband, who was 
an amateur hypnotist, had subjecteq | 
her to so many severe tests and gained | 
such complete ascendency over her | 
mind as to disturb the delicate mental | 
balance and rouse in her the firm con- 
viction that unless she withdrew her- 
self from his influence she would 
eventually become a permanent victim 
to the hallucinations which he con- 
jured in her brain. The relatives of 
the woman stoutly maintained that the 
husband merely operated on his wife 
for “pastime” and admitted that they 
had mildly remonstrated with him on 
the subject.

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Revenue from the War Tax. 


Many inquiries have been made dur- 
ing the past few months concerning 


raised by the government since the war 
tax went into effect two years ago. 

From official data which hag recently 
come to hand we are enabled to fur- 
nish this information in part. 

Covering the period of time extend- 
ing from June 13, 1898, to March 31, | 
1900, the amount of revenue collected | 
under the operation of the war tax | 
aggregated $183,405,292 or nearly $2.50 | 
per capita. 

This large sum of money which the 
government has employed in meet- | 
ing the obligations imposed upon it by | 
recent hostilities hag been derived from | 
the following sources: Documentary | 
stamps, $66,781;776; fermented liquors, 
$56,936,631; tobacco, $27,070,113; pro- 
prietary stamps, $8,693,881; banking es- 
tablishments, $6,066,155; cigars, $5,202,- 
691. and cigarettes, $1,631,281. 

While the war tax has not rested 
heavily upon individual taxpayers the 
amount of revenue collected under the 
operations shows the enormous Tre- 
sources of the nation.

Our Foreign Population.

lation and they furnish data upon | 
which estimates as to present condi- | 
tions may be made. | 

Out of 1,514,298 residents in New) 
York in 1890 it was found that 875,358 | 
were natives and 639,940 foreigners, | 
the ratio between natives and foreign- | 
ers being 4 to 3. | 

Statistics taken of the population of 
other cities disclosed the following re- | 
sults: Chicago, 649,184 natives, 450,660 | 
foreigners, ratio 6 to 4; Philadelphia. 
777,484 natives. 269.480 foreigners, ratio | 
7 to 2; Brooklyn 544,643 natives, 261,-| 
700 foreigners, ratio 5 to 2; St, Louis, | 
336,894 natives. 114,876 foreigners, 
ratio 6 to 2; Boston 290,305 natives, 
158.172 foreigners, ratio 4 to 2; Balti- 
more 365,436 natives, 69,003 foreigners, 
ratio 12 to 2; San Francisco 172,176 na- 
tives, 126,812 foreigners, ratio 3.5 to 2, 
and Cincinnati 225,500 natives, 71,408 
foreigners, ratio 7 to 2. 

From the figures above cited it ap- 
pears that our principal American 
cities are largely overrun by foreign-. 
ers. Some of our best citizens are of | 
foreign birth and we are proud of 
them, but unhappily most of our 
foreign population is made up of the 
castaways of other lands and this lerge 
foreign element is responsible for 
much of the turbulence which exists 
in our large centers of population. 

Of our principal American. cities the 
percentage of foreigners is greatest in 
New York and least in Baltimore. In 
the rural districts of the country the} 
percentage of foreigners is compara- 
tively small.

AN OLDTIME LEADE 


The many friends of Hon. L. N. Tram- 
mell read ‘with pleasure the anmounce- 
ment in yesterday’s Constitution of the 
improvement in his condition, and they 
hope, in a short time, to see him again 
at his post. 

I cannot now recall the name of any 
living democrat who has rendered great- 
er services to Georgia. 


Trammell comes of somewhat distin- 
guished ancestry, and he has proved him- 
self the worthy son of his sires. His 
Scotch-Irish paternal grandfather fought 
in the siege of Savannah; lost an arm at 
King’s mountain, and later was in the 
ranks at the battle of Cowpens. His ma- 
ternal grandfather, Ebenezer Fain, was 
a nephew of Baron Fain, of Bonaparte’ 
staff.

Think They Can Buy a New Lease 
of Power, 


WHAT SENATOR JONES HAS 10 SAY 


Republican Party Is Committed to 
Imperialism—Bad Treatment of 
Porto Rico People Will Hurt 
Party in Power—Rob- 
bery Scheme.

Washington, June 3.—(Special.)—The 
session of congress which will end with 
this week’s adjournment has brought re- 
sults which are, on the whole, decidedly 
to the interest of the democratic party 
in a political sense. All the democratic 
leaders feel that the action of the repub- 
lican majority has throughout been so 
consistently in opposition to the best in- 
terests of the country that the party re- 
sponsible for it is certain to suffer at the 
polls the repudiation it deserves. 

The whole trend of republican legisla- 
tion under the McKinley administration 
has been in the interest of the trusts. 
It has seemed to be the one end and pur- 
pose of the republicans to shape legis- 
lation for the purpose of raising a gi- 
gantic campaign fund with the idea of 
buying a further léhte of power. 

“TI do not believe it possible for the re- 
publicans to do anything like as much 
with their campaign fund this year as 
they did in 1896, no matter how great it 
may be,” said Senator Jones, chalrman 
of the democratic national committee, 
in talking with me about the situation. 
‘Money will debauch the weak, but the 
majority of the people are conservative 
and are not ready to see the abandon- 
ment of the republic or the principles on 
which it is founded. There is a limit 
beyond which such methods cannot be 
carried, and in my opinion the limit has 
been passed.”’

Today, forty years after the opening 
act of the great war drama, in which he 
was the star actor, the birthday of Jef- 
ferson Davis will be officially recognized 
and formally observed for the first time 
in the Jand ennobled by his patriotism 
and glorified by his deeds. It is fitting 
that Jefferson Davis, of all the south- 
land’s heroes, should be thus honored 
and his fame perpetuated, and this tardy 
bestowal of simple justice does this great 
man the more credit, coming as it ‘does 
after the acrimony and passion of long 
years have given way to dispassionate 
judgment and broader, kindlier views in 
the republic at large. History has made 
its estimate of the dead president of the 
dead confederacy, and if it has not ac- 
corded him and it the full measure of 
their dues, time is at last setting all 
things even. 

The ninety-second anniversary of the 
birth of Jefferson Davis will be celebrated 
by appropriate public exercises in many 
of the cities and towns of Georgia. In 
Atlanta the day will be observed in much 
the same manner as was the celebration 
of Robert E. Lee’s birthday in January.

Needs and Purposes. 


“For a long time the needy of this de- 
partment of Christian work has been 
realized,’’ said Dr. Broughton yesterday 
morning. ‘In the cities especially there 
is a vast need for Christian nurses for the 
poor. Hundreds and thousands die every 
year for the want of good nursing. The 
great majority of people are unable to 
employ the trained nurse, hence as im- 
portant as this agency in the care for the 
sick is. it is beyond their reach. Wha: 
we are aiming at, therefore, its the placing 
of the trained nurse, when desired, on a 
plane with the missionary, that through 
the sick room she may reach the hearts of 
those in need of the benefits of the Chris- 
tian religion. 

Experience has proven that the best way 
to reach the souls of the needy is by com- 
ing in touch with their sufferings. Hence 
many of our churches are employing 
trained and consecrated women as mis- 
sionaries to go from house to house com- 
forting the sorrowing and supp.ying the 
needy. The great success of this plan has 
opened the additiona] field of the ‘mis- 
sionary nursing.’ Our churches’ should 
look with delight upon this plan, There 
are hundreds of women who are groaning 
in spirit for an opportunity to enter the 
field of Christian work, and this opens the 
door. By equipping themselves, not only 
with the knowledge needed for trained 
nursing, but also such religious instruc- 
tions as will enable them to serve as mis- 
sionaries while engaged in their work they 
render themselves doubly usefu] to the 
church and community. Our non-Catho- 
lic churches have been too slow to realize 
this need. A lIittle money spent in sup- 
porting such a trained woman who would 
not only do the work when she could, but 
aiso look out for others, train helpers and 
generally superintend the care for the 
sick, and the mission work of the church 
would bring a mighty harvest to the cause 
of Christ. 

“The course of.study comprises anato- 
my, physiology, chemistry, dietetics, ma- 
teria medica, practice, surgery, obstetrics, 
practical pursing, hygiene, the Bible, 
practical mission work, stenography and 
typewriting. 

Plans of Training. 


“To meet this need the Tabernacle 
Training School has created this depart- 
ment. A competent faculty has been se- 
cured and all the branches taught in the 
regular training schools for nurses will be 
taught. In addition to this Bible instruc- 
tions and methods of Christian work will 
be taught, so that the nurse may be en- 
abled to reach the soul as well as the 
body.

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purpose we will reverse the process, taking 
the most common things in nature—water. 
Take a pitcher of water and pour out three 
Slasses. Set one aside and let it remain 
&@ liquid: freeze the second into a solid, and 
change the third into an invisible gas called 
steam. Here is the trinity of water. The 
unity which we call water manifests itself 
at the same time as three distinct things—gas, 
liquid, solid—so that the one is not the other; 
and yet they are one in essence—three dis- 
tinct manifestations of the one thing. Here 
hature has furnished us in one of the common 
héecessities of life a trinity in unity. 
Vv. 


We have a partial knowledge of water when 


we know it only in its unity. We can have 
complete knowledge or revelation of water 
Only when we know’ it as trinity. 


Many years ago, when the missionaries went 
to Siam and told the people fn that tropical 
country, water in Scotland became a solid 
S0 that an army could march over it dry shod, 
they would not believe; thinking these mis- 
Sionaries were trying to impose some. fairy 
tale upon them. The trouble was they, in 
their ignorance, thought water in that hot 
country took all its forms and manifested 
all its functions. They knew water only as 
unlty—in its Mquid form—not as trinity of 
g4s, liquid and solid; and therefore had an 
incomplete knowledge of water. For not until 
Water reveals itself as a trinity of gas, Nquid 
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each one of us tis trinity; that we are one man 
and three persons; that we are in very deed 
and truth, fearfully and wonderfully made. 

Perhaps the easiest way for each one of us 
to clearly see that we have a threefold per- 
sonality is to analyze the process by which 
we come to know one another, You bring for- 
ward an unknown person and introduce him 
to me. He first reveals himself to me as a 
physical man. I look at him and see whether 
he is a small man or a large man; I note 
the color of his skin, hair, eyes, young cr 
old; handsome or ugly. Thus I come to know 
the physical personality of the man. But 
as yet I know very little of the man. 

I next wish to know him as an intellectual 
man. I] wish to know the mind man; whether 
he is educated or uneducated; a wise man 
or a foolish man; whether he Is a scientist, 

rtist, musician, poet;. none or all of these. 

Vhen I have found out these things I have. 
made the acquaintance of the intellectual 
Yersonality of the man. 

Still I do not as yet know the man. I wish 
to make the acquaintance of the spiritual 
man. I wish to know whether he ts a good 
man or a bad man; selfish or self-sacrifieing; 
pure or impure;-sensual or spiritual. In this 


manner we gradually come to know people 
in their physical, mental and spiritual per-, 
sonalities. 


At death a man casts off his physical per- 
sonality—his body going back to dust. Death 
for a time breaks up the trinity of man. 
When a man becomes thoroughly insane he 
for a time loses his ‘mental personality. In 
great outbursts of passion and wickedness we 
temporarily lose our spiritual personality, be- 
coming brutes. 

You clearly see that: I am body. I am 
mind. I am spirit. And yet there are not ‘‘three 


I's,’ but one “‘I’’ manifesting as trinity of 
body, mind and spirit in unity. The mate- 
rialist would fain have me believe “I am 


body and nothing more;’’ the philosopher ‘I 
am mind and nothing more;”’ the Christian 
Scientist “I am epirit and nofhing more."’ To 
which we reply; you are all right, and you 
are all wrong. Right in what you say ‘I am’”’ 
and wrong in what you say “I am not.’” 4 
am body, mind, spirit—Genesis ii, 7; I Thes- 
salonians v, .23. The ‘‘smal]) I am”. is a 
trinity because it is in the likeness of the

Suppose man were nothing more than unity

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and friend and judge of man, now became man, 
that man might become God, in Christ Jesus, 
our Lord. The kinship of God and man was 
revealed—Father and Son! 

But as yet the full revelation of God is not 
complete. That came after the ascension, when 
God revealed Himself as the Holy Spirit, who 
has ever and will ever abide with man ag 
Holy Spirit, his comforter and guide into all 
truth; -the purifier from all sin; ever lifting 
man higher and higher into the divine lite of 
jwod. 

XII. FATHER, SON AND HOLY GH®ST. 

And this the revelation history tells us 
God has given of Himself: The absolute source 
whence all things do proceed and are sent— 
God the Father Almighty, above all, Spirit- 
Creator. Not only is God greater than, trans- 
cending all creation; but also indwelling in ali 
creation, the Lord and giver of life, the Holy 
Spirit, God in all. Not only as life-giving 
spirit in all, but as formative spirit through 
all, travailing with groans which cannot be 
uttered through all creative epochs until the 
incarnation was consummated, the word be- 
came flesh, and creation completed! 

Thus God gave the final revelation of Him- 
self in the Cosmic trinity—Creator-Spirit, 
Life-Giving Spirit, Formative-Spirit, but One 
Spirit: God the Father, the source above all; 
God the Holy Ghost, the Lord and giver of 
life in all; God the Son, the embodied life 
through all, that God might be all in all. 
“Therefore with angels and archangels, and all 
the company of heaven -we laud and magnify 
Thy glorious name, evermore praising Thee 
and saying: Holy, holy, holy Lord God of 
Hosts, heaven and earth is full of Thy glory: 
glory be to Thee O Lord Most High!’’.
